Sullivan is a Jesuit 
priest and a Fordham 
Preparatory School 
mathematics teacher 
currently teaching 
senior calculus . He 
is also presently the 
Executive Secretary 
of the Catholic High 
School Athletic 
Association in the 
Archdiocese of New 
York. Sullivan is 
more than qualified 
to fill the 
basketball position. 

He grew up in 
Rockville, Maryland 
as a Baltimore Bullet 
fan. His love of the 
game increased as he 
was fortunate to play 
with good athletes 
and develop friendly 
relations with the 
Georgetown Prep 
School team where he 
started his coaching 
career . 

For the last 
twenty years , 

Sullivan has been an 
integral part of the 
Fordham Prep 
basketball program. 

He has advanced 
through the years 
from Freshman to Head 
Varsity Basketball 



coach. His final 
coaching record at 
Fordham Prep is a 
very impressive 270 
wins to 200 losses. 

Coach Sullivan 
does not even take 
his summers off from 
basketball. He 
coaches at the Jack 
Curran , the 
University of Notre 
Dame, and the Holy 
Cross College 
basketball camps. 

Sullivan brings to 
Saint Joseph's a very 
successful coaching 
system which he 
describes as "built 
through my experience 
over the years . " 

This system 
accentuates the 
fundamentals which 
include shot 
selection, hard-nose 
defense and being 
able to run. The 
coach is trying to 
teach his style of 
good disciplined 
basketball to the 
Saint Joe's team. 

Sullivan is 
impressed with what 
he has seen so far. 

He points out 
returning players 
Brian Butler and 
Billy Donovan as the 
core of the team, and 
sees great potential 
in the freshmen. The 
blend of experience 
and youth should mix 
well for a good 
season . 

Sullivan expects- 
the team to "have 
good chemistry, play 
together, and enjoy 
playing with each 
other." He also 
wants the team " to 
enjoy the victories 
together and to 
support one another 
in defeat. "
